TRAVEL chaos that 
followed a fire in the 
Blackwall Tunnel last 
week underlined the need 
for more river crossings. 
Deputy Greenwich Council 
leader Peter Brooks told 
GT: “The travel difficulties 
experienced on the 
Monday morning showed 
starkly the dangers for 
Londoners of relying so 
heavily on the Blackwall 
Tunnel. 

“Greenwich Council has 
consistently pressed for a 
package of further river 
crossings, to relieve the 
pressure on the crossing at 
Blackwall, which is why 
we were extremely 
disappointed at the 
decision of the Mayor of 
London to scrap plans for 
the Thames Gateway 
Bridge.” 

Cllr Brooks added: “The 
results of such a 
shortsighted decision were 
felt last week, not just by 
the thousands who had 
disrupted journeys to 
work, but by businesses on 
both sides of the river that 
were not able to function 
properly.”

GREENWICH Credit 
Union has been re- 
launched in a bid to 
steer cash-strapped 
locals away from loan 
sharks and towards 
more reputable 
lenders. 

The union - which has 
a shop on Thomas 
Street, Woolwich - 
offers loan rates that 


won’t break the bank. 
Timeline’s interest 
rates are far lower 
than unscrupulous - 
and illegal - “doorstep 
loans”, charging just 
1 per cent per month 
on a reducing 
balance. An example 
of this means that on 
a £500 loan, a total of 
£33 interest would be 


charged over 12 
monthly repayments 
of £45. On a £1,000 
loan, £66 interest 
would be payable, and 
£198 charged on a 
£3,000 lend. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, 
Greenwich council’s 
cabinet member for 
economy and skills, 
said: “I’d like to 


congratulate the 
credit union on its 
success so far, and 
welcome its name 
change, because now 
it ‘says on the tin’, 
what it does. From its 
small beginnings it 
has become a multi- 
million-pound 
business employing 
four staff. It shows 


what can be done by a 
small group of people 
with a vision.”

THE pub where Arsenal 
players used to change for 
games played on their “home 
turf” on Plumstead

Supporter Graham Stubbles 
told GT: “Last year we did a 
walk from Arsenal to West 
Ham and this year we 
decided to visit the various 
historical sites in this area 
linked to the club. 

“It’s 14 miles so it’s quite an 
effort but we’ll be raising 
funds for the Great Ormond 
Street Hospital, which is 
Arsenal’s charity for this 
season. We’re doing it 50-50 
with the Willow Foundation, 


the charity of ex-Arsenal 
goalkeeper Bob Wilson that 
gives young adults with life- 
threatening diseases special 
days out. Bob will be joining 
us at The Angel on the last 
part of the walk today.” 

Fellow fan Elaine Williams 
said: “The players used to 
change in the back room of 
the Star Inn for the games 
they played on Plumstead 
Common. Arsenal played on 
four grounds south of the 
river - Plumstead Common, 
the Invicta ground just off 
Plumstead High Street, and 
the Sportsman and Manor 
grounds where the West 


Thamesmead Business Park 
is now. 

“David Danskin, a Scot, 
worked in Dial Square, one of 
the factories at the Arsenal, 
and he founded Dial Square 
FC, the first-ever Arsenal side 
with his workmates in 1886.” 
And Elaine was wearing the 
T-shirt to prove it. 

The fans also had some 
flowers and a present for the 
family in Hector Street, 
which has Invicta terracing 
in their back garden.

Sheltered 
home is 
named after 
‘dedicated’ 
Dick Neve

THE first residents 
have been welcomed 
into Greenwich 

Council’s state-of-the- 
art “extra care” 
sheltered housing 
scheme, ready for 
Christmas. 

Richard Neve House, 
named after a former mayor, 
is on Plumstead High Street, 
about five minutes’ walk 
from the station. It has 43 
flats, some doubles, and eight 
that can be used temporarily 
for rehabilitation after a stay 
in hospital. 

The £3.9 million project, 
financed jointly by the 
Department of Health 
and Greenwich Council 
reserves, has enough 
photo-voltaic solar panels 
on its roof to cover one 
tenth of its energy 
requirements - and the 
Met Police have already 
given it a ‘Secure by 
Design’ award. 

The project is an upgrade of 
a former sheltered housing 
scheme of bed-sits and a 
sister scheme to the new 58- 
unit Lakeview in Central 
Way, Thamesmead - which 
opened in August. 

Another 58-unit scheme 
on the site of the old

Royal Military Hospital on 
Shooters Hill is due to 
take its first residents 
from April. 

The aim of all three 
schemes is to enable 
people facing difficult 
health challenges to be 
able to stay as 
independently as possible 
- for as long as possible. 
Prospective residents 
need to be referred for a 
place by their support 
workers. 

Mayor of Greenwich 
Allan MacCarthy did the 
official opening. He said: 
“This is a smashing 
project and I think it’s 
going to be great for the 
people living here.” 

The Mayor, one of only a 
few councillors who 
served with “Dick” Neve,

said: “He was very 
dedicated and had a great 
interest in social services 
- so to have a place like 
this named after him is 
just perfect.” 

New resident Sue Wallis, 
aged 57, lost most of her 
sight within months of 
being born prematurely. 
Sue, who has lived in 
Woolwich for 42 years, 
needed some extra 
support when her mum, 
June, died last year. She 
said: “This is a 

community where we can 
all help each other. Two of 
my friends came to see me 
the day after I moved in 
and told me it’s just like a 
five-star hotel!” 

Retired builder Ange 
Achille, 72, and his wife, 
Myriam, 69, lived just 
across the road from the 
scheme until a few years 
ago. Ange has been having 
chemo treatment for 
cancer throughout this 
year. His wife is recovering 
from a fall. Now they need 
the extra support that staff 
at Richard Neve House can 
give. 

• RICHARD “Dick” 

Neve was Mayor of 
Greenwich in 1975/6. A 
former pupil of St 
Patrick’s RC School in 
Griffin Road, Plumstead, 
he was a keen fan of 
Charlton Athletic and a 
regular broadcaster on 
the Valley’s “Radio 
Valiant”. He died in 1984. 
Dick’s sister Joyce, along 
with three of his nieces 
and two nephews, 
attended the opening.

£4.7m makeover 
for park pitches 
and playgrounds

PLAY and sporting areas 
in neighbourhood parks 
are set to benefit from a 
£4. 7m makeover in time 
for the London 2012 
Olympic Games. 

Greenwich Council has 
secured the funding to 
improve sporting facilities at 
open spaces across the 
borough. 

The Playground to Podium 
scheme is designed to provide 
modern, accessible places for 
locals to play sport and be 
active. It’s hoped the range of 
new facilities will create an 
interest in sport and physical 
activity in the run up to the 
London Olympics and form 
part of Greenwich’s legacy 
from its role as an Olympic 
host borough. 

More than £52,000 of 
additional funding for the 
scheme is also coming from 
the Big Lottery Play fund with 
a further £100,850 coming 
from the Greenwich 

Waterfront Regeneration 
Agency. 

Improvements are due to 
start immediately and 
completed by 2011. 

Improvements will take 
place at: 

• Plumstead Gardens 
construction of a new play 
area, play equipment and 
landscaping for older young 
people (youth zone), spectator 
seating to football pitch area, 
new cricket nets and new 
multi use games area 

• Bostall Heath - running 
distance markers and 
orienteering aids, renovations 
to bowls pavilion to include new 
electric roller shutter and 


replacement of four cricket nets 

• Bostall Gardens - marking 
two existing tennis courts, re- 
roofing, resurfacing and re- 
fencing and repairs to feature 
paths 

• Plumstead Common - 
repairs to bowls and tennis 
club, internal improvements 
to pavilion and external 
redecoration to two pavilions 

• Charlton Park - upgrade 
showers, accommodation and 
services to western changing 
rooms and internal 
redecoration to eastern 


changing rooms. 

The makeovers are part of a 
wider programme of 
improvements at recreational 
areas across the borough and 
it’s hoped the funding will 
help the council to achieve 
eight more Green Flag sites by 
2012. 

Councillor John Fahy, 
Greenwich Council’s Cabinet 
Member for culture and 
Olympics, said: “This is a 
fantastic opportunity for 
Greenwich to help increase 
and improve the standard of 


local sports facilities and park 
environments. 

“Large residential 

communities will have easy 
access to these new improved 
facilities, which will be 
complemented both by the 
development of the three 
Olympic venues in the 
borough and the Building 
Schools for the Future 
programme. 

“The scheme will provide 
significantly enhanced local 
facilities for residents at no 
extra cost to the Council.” 


Car-free Greenwich town centre 


GREENWICH Council wants your views 
on proposals to pedestrianise part of 
Greenwich town centre. 

Details of the proposals, together with 
a visual computer model of their 
impact on traffic flow, will be on 
display at Devonport House, King 
William Walk, Greenwich. Expert 
traffic engineers will also be on hand to 
answer questions daily from 10am to 
8pm on: Saturday 19 December, Sunday 
20 December and Monday 21 December. 

Information and a questionnaire 
about the proposals are also being 
distributed in a booklet to homes and 
businesses in the area and will be 
available in local libraries and Council 
buildings. The pedestrianisation 


scheme proposed by the Council would 
entail closing College Approach and 
King William Walk (northern section) 
to all traffic except for access. 
Greenwich Church Street north of 
Creek Road would become a ‘shared 
space’ for pedestrians and vehicles. 

Traffic would be accommodated either 
through making Nelson Road two-way 
with a T-junction at Greenwich Church 
Street, or by routing traffic clockwise 
via Norman Road, Creek Road, 
Greenwich Church Street and 
Greenwich High Road. 

Greenwich Council leader Chris 
Roberts said: “The idea of removing 
traffic from Greenwich town centre is 
one that has been expressed over many 


years by residents, businesses and local 
tourist attractions and it’s a proposal 
that the Council has been keen to 
explore for a long time. 

“We are very keen to get the views of 
everyone who lives in, works in or 
visits Greenwich, and I hope as many 
people as possible will take part in the 
consultation on the Council’s 
proposals.” 

Completed questionnaires should be 
returned by January 8 2010. The 
Council will also consider other written 
representations on the proposals.

Bogus callers 
warning 

POLICE officers in Charlton are asking 
locals to check before letting anyone 
into their homes after a series of 
reports about bogus callers. 

Sergeant Adrian Musgrave from the 
Charlton Safer Neighbourhoods team is 
particularly aiming the advice at 
vulnerable and elderly residents. 

He explained bogus callers will often 
pretend to be employees from utility 
companies or the council. 

“They may claim to be tradesmen 
calling to carry out urgent repairs. They 
succeed because they sound believable. 
Think before you open the door; use 
your chain or spy hole or look out of 
the window to see if you recognise 
them,” said the Sgt. 

And he issued the following tips: 

• If you are not expecting any visits, 
ask for details but do not let anyone in 
until you are sure about their identity. 

• Arrange for callers to come back at a 
time convenient for you; genuine callers 
will not object. Use this time to confirm 
who the caller is by phoning the 
business they claim to represent. 

• Do not allow a caller to rush you or 
confuse you. If they insist and do not 
accept that you are not letting them in 
your home, shut the door immediately 
and dial 999. 

• If you are concerned about bogus 
callers in your area or have any 
information that would assist the 
police, please contact your local team 
on 020 8721 2734.

A GREY-HAIRED man 
with tired, staring 
eyes raises a hand 
that is clutching a 
leaf of white paper. 
The face forces a smile, the 
jaw sags, the mouth moves: 
“Peace in our time,” it says. 
For a moment cheers and a 
ripple of applause echo in the 
autumn chill of Croydon 
aerodrome. A few miles to the 
north, men of Woolwich 
Chamber of Commerce 
breathe a sigh of relief: “We 
can go on, Gentlemen.” 

Nearly blotted out by the 
threat of war, the 1938 
Exhibition of Woolwich Trade 
and Industries opens at the 
Drill Hall in Beresford Street 
on 21 October - two weeks 
later than planned. 

I am walking around the 
stands and taking in the 
glories that are linked with 
the town and its working life. 
For a few, brief days the 
exhibition has taken over the 
hall from the Royal Artillery 
Territorials, who train there, 
and the dances. Oh, those 
dances - but that’s another 
story! 

My pal Owen is with me. He 
says: “Got any smokes with 
you?” I fumble in my pockets 
and produce a packet of 
Churchman’s Tenners. We 
light up. “Bad for you,” he 
breathes, inhaling down to 
his boots. “Stops you 
growing.” He grins: “Thought 
you might have bought some 
Players, though.” 

“What, on a Wednesday 
night?” I reply, coughing. 

“I’ll be down to five 
Woodbines tomorrow, I can 
tell you. Or, like those real 
hard-up blighters, I’ll be 
sticking a pin in the end of a 


stick and stalking dog-ends 
in the gutter.” 

We stare at the scene and 
watch the passing show. I say: 
“It nearly didn’t come off, 
this lot. Bit too close to the 
Arsenal if there had been a 
war...” 

Owen chuckles: “Only a 
grenade’s throw away, you 
might say. Anyway, I reckon 
the whole thing was 
arranged. There was old 
Neville in Munich. He turns 
to Hitler and tells him: ‘Look 
here, Adolf, ol’ cock, we can’t 
possibly go to war while 
they’ve got that do down at 
the Drill Hall in Woolwich 
now, can we?

ROSALIE Vexter wants your 
money - for Cancer Research 
UK. 

The busy Blackheath 80-year- 
old and her team of stalwarts 
have just clocked up a total of 
£225,000 for the charity over the 
past two decades, and they’re 
after still more! 

The chic grandmother, a 
retired fashion consultant, has 
always believed there should be 
plenty of “fun” in fund-raising. 
So Rosalie, her friend Pam 
Kendall and the rest of the 
local committee hold a sit- 
down buffet lunch (with wine, 
draw, raffle and speakers) on 
the first Thursday of the 
month at The Clarendon Hotel 
on Montpelier Row to which 
everyone is invited (£7 
donation each). 

In addition, they’ve partnered 
up with the nearby Blackheath 
Concert Halls’ monthly tea- 
dances and the raffle proceeds 
there go into the fund. 

On Wednesday mornings, the 
£3.50 keep fit and line-dancing 
sessions in the Kingswood Hall, 
off Dacre Park, also boost the 
cause. 

“I think I got my genes from 
my grandmother,” said Rosalie, 
originally an Essex girl who 



moved to Blackheath with 
husband Morris, now aged 85, 
when their children were 
small. 

“My grandmother used to 
fund-raise for the London 
Hospital at Whitechapel and 
thought nothing of going up to 
people like the Rothchilds for 
her good causes.” 

The local Blackheath fund- 
raising team got their first big 
morale-booster 20 years ago 
when Rosalie’s daughter, Dara, 
and her mates raised £2,000 at a 
Hallowe’en event at the Tower 
Hotel up the Thames. 

Daughter and mum had never 
forgotten Dara’s inspirational 
reception teacher, Jacqueline, 
at Brooklands Primary School, 
Blackheath, who had been 
felled by cancer at the age 
of 45. 

Morris, a qualified 
accountant, has always done 
the books - and the group 
invites a rep from the charity’s 
head office down to Blackheath 
every time they notch up 
another four or five thousand! 


Rosalie and Morris and

Ettie, Ann and Mooda put on 
the buffets at the old post office 
sports club at the bottom of 
Morden Road. For the past 15 
years or so they’ve been at the 
Clarendon, and current general 
manager Ken Milton is a firm 
supporter. 

Regulars at the lunch, the tea 
dances and the keep fit are 
encouraged to come up with 
ever ingenious ways of raising 
the cash. 

“One lady who is saving five 
pence pieces in £5 lots is up to 
almost £5,000,” said Rosalie. 

She told GT: “We always tell 
people who come to our 
lunches that their donation is 
like an insurance. You take one 
out for fire or for your car and, 
in the same way, if you 
contribute to the charity, then 
you know - one day - a cure for 
cancer will be there.”

New rail 
timetable 
brings more 
trains 

TIMETABLE changes to Southeastern 
rail services come in next week. 

Rail operators are introducing a new 
timetable starting on Monday, December 
14 which will bring more trains during 
peak times and in many cases during 
off-peak times too. 

Although Greenwich will see a net 
increase in the number of train services, 
concerns have been raised about the loss 
of some local connections between 
Woolwich and Blackheath, and Central 
London connections to and from 
Blackheath. 

Southeastern say they will monitor the 
situation and renegotiate the changes if 
crowding on trains becomes 
unacceptable. 

The timetable changes are the biggest in 
40 years and have come about with the 
introduction of high speed services 
which allow rail operators to increase 
capacity and provide more services for 
more people. 

On the first working day of the new 
timetable, Southeastern staff will be 
out in force at stations to offer advice to 
passengers on the new services. 

Details of the new train timings will be 
available on posters at stations and by 
announcement on board trains and at 
stations. 

Route timetables will be handed out by 
rail staff and can be picked up from 
station ticket offices. The information 
can also be available by post, email and 
SMS messages and through the 
Southeastern website at 
www.southeasternrailway.co.uk 
Southeastern public affairs manager 
Mike Gibson said: “Once the Christmas 
and New Year breaks are over and 
commuters return to work, we will be 
carefully monitoring passenger numbers 
on our services and if there is case for 
change and assuming the department 
for Transport agree, amendments to the 
timetable can be made in May 2010.” 

• Travellers are reminded that they will 
be able to use Oyster Pay As You Go on 
rail services from January 2.

VOICING THEIR CONCERNS 


MORE than 100 young people got 
together to debate 21st century 
issues important to them at a special 
youth conference last month.

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Young entrepreneurs 
chosen to run 
playground fruit stall 



A BUNCH of keen 10 and 11- 
year-olds are really putting 
some Bite into Business! 

The group of Year 6s at Haimo 
Primary School in Haimo Road, 
Eltham, are running the playtime 
fruit tuck shop without adult 
supervision. 

Their juices are flowing - and 
sufficient cash is coming in to make 
the entire enterprise self-sufficient. 

Sue Pollock is the development 
worker for Greenwich Community 
Food Co-op which supports fruit 
tuck shops in local schools. 

She told GT: “It’s tremendous! In 
fact, these children have managed 
to establish a small social 
enterprise. 

“There was a ‘job description’ and 
they were each recruited after an 
application and an interview. 

“I’d like Haimo to take what it’s 
achieved to other schools to show 
what can be done.” 

Ashley, Ley la, Chloe, Sydney, 
Sophie and their associates were 
inspired by watching the school’s 
fruit tuck shop in operation last 
year under the supervision of 
Haimo’s Family and Community 
Liaison Officer Caren Walker. 

Caren sought the help of young 
people from Central Eltham Youth 
Project, just off the High Street, to 
create a job application form - and 
then sifting, short-listing and 
interviews followed! There was 
also a short maths test before the 
dreaded envelopes were 
distributed indicating whether 
each of the candidates had been 
successful - or not. 

Now almost two-dozen young 
customers pay £1 a week to get a

range of fruit, on sale from a toy 
store-cupboard in a corner of the 
playground. 

If there’s a profit, then Caren 
encourages tuck-shop organisers to 
offer additional ‘funky fruit’ lines - 
like pineapple, kiwi or melon - to 
give regulars an additional treat, 
along with their purchases. 

Sophie said: “The application form 
asked whether we were willing to 


use up part of our play time to be a 
fruit tuck shop assistant.” 

Sydney added: “We had to say why 
we thought we’d be suitable for the 
job.” 

And Ashley said: “I can be very 
helpful and I am good at counting 
money. But I found it hard to talk 
about myself at the interview!” 

Caren, who started fruit tuck shop 
three years ago at Haimo, said: 
“This is the first year that we have 
had people formally apply for the 
jobs. Hopefully, it has given them 


skills they will need when they 
leave school. And, because they 
went for it in this way, they’re 
passionate about what they do!” 

GT left the team planning the 
produce and advertising for their 
fruit kebab stall for the school’s 
Christmas fair.

Designer offers eco friendly fashion and gifts

GREEN is the new black 
according to fashion shop 
owners in Greenwich 
market. 

Sisters Emma and Rachael 
Nissim sell unique designer 
clothing from their shop at 
10a Greenwich market. But 
everything on the shelves and 
rails has been created from 
sustainable materials in an 
eco friendly way Their shop 
is a treasure trove of green 
gift ideas created with great 
care for the environment. 

“We sell designer hand craft 
goods and follow an eco 
practice, whether in the 
choice of process or choice of 
material,” explained big sis 
Rachael. 

The store is packed with a 
range of high end 
designerwear, casual gear and 
accessories including wallets, 
clutch purses and belts made 
from materials like organic 
cotton and bamboo, soya, eel 
and driftwood. They also do a 
line in bespoke wedding wear 
including cravat ties and 
hankerchiefs and corsages. 

“When choosing materials 
such as fabrics, paper and 
furniture, we always choose 
the eco-friendly option,” 
Rachael added. 

The pair reuse all plastic 
packaging from shop 
deliveries - particularly for 
pooper-scooping after dog 
Alfie - as well as recycling all 
card, paper, tins and glass. 

“We make scrap notepads 
from waste paper and we 
always try to use FSE certified 
paper or card for our signs, 
promotional materials and 
tags,” Rachael enthused. 

“We always switch off our 
electrical equipment instead 
of leaving them on standby 
overnight and our shop 


furniture is mostly antiques 
bought locally so we’re 
helping to recycle and 
minimize our carbon 
footprint. 

“We are keen to support our 
local traders and we contract 
a lot of work out to locals 
focusing on buying from 
English suppliers and artists, 
even though their fees may be 
higher,” she explained. 

The 32-year-old landscape 
architect previously worked 
for a local authority designing 
public spaces that reduced 
crime and anti social 
behaviour but she was drawn 
into helping her younger 
sister when her eco friendly 


fashion design business took 
off. 

Emma, 30, started creating 
her own cute prints for baby 
clothes and knitted scarves 
after studying Textiles Art at 
Goldsmiths’ College. 

She opened her own shop 
Emma Nissim in Greenwich a 
year ago and found its location 
close to their home in East 
Greenwich and her studio in 
Deptford means they’re able to 
walk to work reducing their 
carbon footprint even further. 

“Our aim is to encourage eco 
friendly practise in fashion 
and lifestyle,” Emma 
explained. “We tend to walk 
in to work with our dog Alfie 


and my studio in Deptford is 
only a ten-minute walk from 
the shop so it works out 
ideally for us. We only drive a 
couple of times a month for 
deliveries we can’t physically 
carry ourselves, but otherwise 
we walk or cycle rain or 
shine.” 

They’re hoping visitors to 
the shop will be encouraged to 
buy green this festive season 
and they’ll be arranging late 
night shopping by 
appointment up to midnight 
over the next few weeks.

Because they’re 
in wheelchairs people think they can’t 
take part in sport but this proves they 
can and really enjoy it. Emily also loves 
swimming and in the water she is like 
everyone else.” 

Emily, who goes to Mulgrave primary 
school in Woolwich, said: “I’m looking 
forward to the wheelchair football most.” 

Charlton, a pupil at Linton Mead 
primary school in Thamesmead, told GT: 
“I like it because you make friends like 
Emily. I also like music, art and maths - 
and I can swim.” 

The day was organised by the 
Greenwich Schools Sports Partnership 
and Greenwich Olympic Unit. The 
award-winning South London Special 
League helped with the Powerchair 
Football with a demonstration by top- 
class players from the Valence club in 
Westerham. 

Goalball, started by an Austrian war 
veteran in 1945, is a three-a-side sport for 
visually-impaired/blind players - the 
competitors here were blindfolded - 
where the ball has a bell inside so that 
players can hear it coming. 

Coach Paul Archer is promoting the 
game in the five Paralympic boroughs. 
Paul said: “It’s a blind sport but with the 
blindfolds everyone’s on a level playing 
field.” 

The third sport was New Age Kurling, 
which is waiting for Sport England to 
put it forward as am Olympic sport. Nick 
Gibbs, chief coach with the Great 
Britain Kurling Association, told GT: 
“The children really enjoyed it today and 
we’re hoping to get it into the 
Paralympics for 2016.” 

Greenwich community health physio 
Victoria Lambert works with children 
with disabilities in mainstream schools 
in the borough. She said: “We’re holding 
taster sessions on different sports, 
including football with the South 
London Special League at Eltham Green 
on Monday evenings.

ONE of the UK’s first black women 
judges congratulated successful 
pupils as they received their exam 
certificates at a school prize-giving 
last month. 

Constance Briscoe was the guest 
speaker at the annual presentation at 
Plumstead Manor School on November 26. 

Ms Briscoe gave an uplifting and 
inspirational speech reflecting on her 
own school experience and how she was 
encouraged by a teacher at her 
Camberwell secondary school to believe 
in herself and make the most of her 
potential. 

She also spent time after the formalities 
talking to students and and encouraging 
them to go on to university and pursue 
their dreams. 

The lawyer who was called to the bar in 
1983 became a part-time judge in 1996.

Changes to 
Income Support 
for lone parents 

LONE parents can no longer claim 
Income Support solely because they 
are a lone parent once their youngest 
child reaches 10. 

Changes to the benefit in October 
mean they will be expected to look for 
work and claim Jobseeker’s Allowance 
instead. Previously lone parents could 
continue to get Income Support as a 
lone parent until their youngest child 
reached age 12 

Initially the changes only apply to lone 
parents making new or repeat claims 
for Income Support from October 26. 
Existing claimants do not have to do 
anything now - Jobcentre Plus will 
contact them to advise them what to 
do next. 

Some lone parents may be able to 
continue getting Income Support on 
the grounds that they are a carer or 
have ill health or disability.

h ■ HE may not be a 

household name, 
^ I but Raymond 

Gubbay has been 
" delighting 
audiences for over four 
decades. 

The music promoter’s lavish

Where The Wild Things Are 


THIS is an adaptation of the 1963 
bestseller by Maurice Sendak and only the 
third film by Spike Jonze, director of the 
critically acclaimed, Being John Malkovich. 
On the surface, it may appear to be a kid’s 
film, but it would be more accurate to 
describe this as a film featuring children - 
and monsters. 

Where The Wild Things Are is a highly 
entertaining outing, and the youngsters will 
enjoy the spectacle but there is a 
thoughtful, adult feeling lurking behind the 
scenes and the film deals with issues of 
childhood that may yet remain to be 
resolved.

actor, director - after years of looking 
after his own aged mother. In this one 
he’s landed with four octogenarians for 
the weekend, partly to help pay off his 
debts to his philandering landlord. 

The trouble with whimsy is it can be 
flimsy, and ultimately leads to laziness, 
lulling the whimsical into the false 
impression that merely turning the 
camera on any situation is enough to 
create a film - and one that wins awards 
at that. Well, not in this front room it 
doesn’t. This room needs more than 
that. It needs a spark, it needs the 
charm to overwhelm. And it needs a 
good dialogue too. Mid-August Lunch (an 
award-winning title, granted] inevitably 
has its moments, like when Marina with 
“stable angina” goes walkabout to “drink 
and smoke” and meet people late at 
night. But such fripperies are not 
enough. Personally, it reminds me of fly- 
on-the-wall documentaries that - lazily 
and arrogantly - have no questioning 
voice-overs, or Raymond Chandler films 
that - criminally - have no narration 
from the great man’s own words. 

If you’re looking for a foreign film 
where whimsy works, there are 
k loads of ’em. Try the glorious ‘La 
^ Gloire De Mon Pere’ for 

starters. No cutting corners 
here and, significantly, it runs 
for 150 minutes compared to 
Mid-August Lunch’s too short 
75. One reviewer said this 
one’s a film that’s impossible 
not to savour. He’s out to lunch.

Pilot Underground training 
scheme offers hope to jobless 


A total of 11 Greenwich 
hopefuls have 

successfully gone 
through a tailored 
training programme to 
be able to work 
effectively and safely 
on the Underground 
track network. 

It was a two-week pilot 
scheme set up jointly 
between the Tube Lines 
company and Greenwich 
Council to help jobless 
people learn new skills. 

Everyone who took part 
has successfully passed the 
necessary permits and 
health and safety 
standards. All the 
participants were 

engineers, bricklayers and 
construction workers who 
had had difficulty getting 
work due to the recession. 

Steve Norris, training and 
development manager at 
Tube Lines, said: “It’s clear 
to us that these are very 
talented people and all have 
a real hunger for track 
work. Hopefully, the 
training they have received 
these past few weeks will 
put them in a better 


position to land future job 
opportunities on the 
Underground.” 

Trainees were recruited 
through GLLaB, the 
borough’s local labour and 
business scheme. 

They have now been given 
the chance to meet some of 
Tube Lines’ contractors, 
including representatives 
from Fasttrack, Trackwork 
Resources and Cleshars, to 
discuss future employment 
opportunities. 

Councillor Denise

Council’s cabinet member 
for economy and skills, 
said: “In these challenging 
economic times, it is vital 
that the employment and 
training schemes on offer 
are as relevant as possible 
to the current jobs market. 
Greenwich has a strong 
track record of working 
with major employers to 
offer support that is geared 
to areas where there are 
skills shortages, and which 
can equip participants to 
apply for vacancies.” 

She added: “We are 
pleased to be working with 
Tube Lines to offer fresh 


opportunities for local 
residents to gain relevant 
skills.” 

The training was 
undertaken at Tube Lines’ 
state-of-the-art skills 
training centre in 
Stratford, East London, 
which opened four years 
ago.

Elliot had marked his return to 
first-team action on the 
Tuesday by posting the team's 
first clean sheet in six league 
games; he added another at 
Southend's expense, a shut-out 
based mainly on the 
outstanding save he made from 
United’s top scorer Lee Barnard 
when an opening goal for the 
Shrimpers seemed mere 
formality. 

The home side were 
spreadeagled as speedy wide 
man Francis Laurent 
outmanouevred Grant Basey on 
the right touchline and left the 
full back in his wake in a race 
for the byline.

THE best wine, so they say, 
comes in the oldest bottles. It’s 
all to do with vintage, 
apparently, not to mention the 
patience required to allow 
maturity its due course. 

In Christian Dailly and Deon 
Burton, Charlton had the two oldest 
bottles, er, players, on show in this 
scruffy encounter with Southend 
and owed them a debt of gratitude 
that they managed to sneak over 
the line on their way to three 
unconvincing but priceless points. 

If winning ugly has any merit, 
then the Addicks can be proud of 
this victory. It wasn't entirely 
deserved but since when has justice 
troubled the conscience of victors? 

Almost precisely three years 
younger than Dailly, 33-year-old 
Burton has soldiered through a 
chequered career involving no 
fewer than 11 clubs in one form or 
another. 

Since arriving at The Valley, 
initially on loan, in November, 2008, 
the 60-cap Jamaican international 
has, however, dropped anchor and is 
enjoying an Indian Summer of fine 
form. The 25th-minute goal he 
scored to beat stubborn Southend 
was his tenth of an excellent season 
and showcased the alertness he 
maintains from whistle to whistle. 

Anticipating the direction of 
Lloyd Sam’s left-footed cross from 
the right wing, after the wide man 
had checked back inside his marker 
Scott Malone, Burton expertly 
timed his lateral run to the near 
post before directing a firm header 
off goalkeeper Steve Mildenhall’s 
left hand and inside the right post.
